SPACE CENTER, Houston 
(AP) — Revitalized by a power 
transfusion, Skylab’s astronauts 
soared around the world today 
with more lights, warmer wa­ 
ter, hotter food and an ex­ 
cellent chance to' complete a 
ful 28-day mission. 
"We can stop living like the 
mole in Dick Tracy,* com­ 
mander' Charles Conrad Jr. re­ 
marked Thursday after a dar­ 
ing, difficult space walk during 
which he and Dr. Joseph P. 
Kerwin released a jammed so­ 
lar wing, 
Because of a power shortage, 
Conrad, Kerwin and Paul J. 
Weitz have had to curtail ex­ 
periments, turn of lights and 
eat cold food. 
But with 'the solar wing de­ 
ployed, new energy capable of 
doubling the space station’s 
supply surged into service al­ 
most immediately. 
Space agency oficiáis hailed 
the space walk and said the 
new power practically assures 
that the astronauts can run a 
full schedule of experiments for 
the remainder of the planned 
four-week journey. 
They were half way there as 
early this morning they set a 
duration record for an Ameri­ 
can manned space flight. At 
3:36 a.m. EDT, they surpassed 
the 13-day. 18-hour, 35-minute 
mark set by Gemini 7 in 1965. 
Their target: 
the 24-day 
record set two years ago by 
three Russian cosmonauts. 
The astronauts immediate 
goal was to clean up their 
spaceship, cluttered with ropes, 
tools, tether and tubes that 
they had assembled for the 
space walk. 
“We’ve sure got a mess in 
here,’* Conrad reported. 
So mission control blocked off 


several hours in today’s 
plan for “clean up.” Also on 
the schedule were a resumption 
of medical experiments and 
sessions with the solar astrono­ 
my telescopes. 
The astronauts also planned 
today to keep an eye on the 
system that cools electronic in­ 
struments with a fluid flow. 
Mission control awakened the 
crew about midnight Thursday 
when temperatures in the cool­ 
ant loop fell to 30 degrees and 
threatened to freeze water in 
some of the devices. 
The astronauts were instruct­ 
ed to turn on additional elec­ 
trical equipment to warm up 
the cooling fluid. Within min­ 
utes, the temperature had risen 
15 degrees and they were sent 
back to bed with apologies and 
thanks. 
Within five hours of the space 
walk which freed a solar wing 
jammed during launch, all 
three panels were extended 100' 
per cent and were providing 
more than 2,000 watts of power 
to a set of eight workshop bat­ 
teries which until then had 
been inoperative. If necessary, 
the panels which convert sun­ 
light to energy can produce 
more than 3,000 watts. 
Until the space walk repair 
job, four other solar panels had 
provided about 4,000 watts of 
power to 18 other batteries. 
Two of those batteries have 
failed and one is on reduced 
outage, partly because of the 
heavy load they were asked to 
carry. 
Asked about what the freeing 
of the wing means to Skylab, 
NASA Program Director Wil­ 
liam C. Schneider said: “We’re 
feeling pretty bullish about it 
right now. With the relief we’re 
getting from the electrical pow­ 
er we should be in great shape

Coxson’s wife, Lois, 35, and 
two children, Lita, 15, and 
Toro, 12, were wounded in the 
predawn shooting. 
'The Cherry Hill Medical Cen­ 
ter said the mother and daugh­ 
ter were in serious condition. 
The son’s condition was listed 
as fair. 
A second son escaped un­ 
harmed. 
Police said an alarm was out 
for four Mack men, all believed 
armed, who entered the $150,- 
000 Coxson home about 4 a.m., 
EDT. 
Police said Coxson’s body, 
clad in pajamas, was found in 
a kneeling position with his 
head resting on a bed. His 
hands and feet were bound with 
neckties and he was gagged. 
Camden County Coroner Dr. 
Tom Daley said Coxson died of 
one gunshot wound, probably 
f,red at close range, to the 
back of the head. 
The other victims also were 
bound, police said.

Firms To Import Soviet Gas 


MOSCOW (AP) — Two Amer­ 
ican firms signed a letter of in­ 
tent today to import more than 
$10 billion worth of natural gas 
from the Soviet Union over a 
25-year period. 
The agreement was between 
the El Paso Natural Gas Co. 
a n d 
Occidental 
Petroleum 
Corp. on the one side and the 
Soviet Ministry of Foreign 
Trade on the other. 
Occidental chairman Armand 
H a m m e r 
announced 
the 
“agreement of intention” at a 
news conference. 
“Quantities up to two billion 
cubic feet per day are con­ 
templated,” Hammer said. 
“At current market prices, 
such gas over the 25-year term 


of the agreement would exceed 
$10 billion to the U.S. SR. It is 
expected that this sum wil be 
spent for U. S. goods and serv­ 
ices.” 
Hammer said the project will 
require a 2,000-mile pipeline 
from Yakutsk to the Vladivos­ 
tok area, “the largest lique­ 
faction plant” ever envisaged 
and a fleet of 20 cryogenic 
tankers. 
Hammer said that the hard 
currency financing for the proj­ 
ect, excluding the ships, will be 
about $2 billion. 
Hammer said that Japanese 
firms which have been nego­ 
tiating with the Soviets may 
participate in the project and 
take a portion of the gas.

ORLANDO. Fla. (AP) - 
President Nixon told a gradu­ 
ating class of college seniors to­ 
day that there is no time that 
he would rather graduate than 
in the year 1973. 
“We can be thankful that this 
is the first graduating class in 
12 years that will graduate 
from college or university in a 
year in which the United States 
is not engaged in the war in 
Vietnam.” the President told 
795 graduates at Florida Tech 
ological University. 
“This is the first graduating 
class in 32 years where the 
young man of the class will not 
lie subject to the draft,” he 
said to applause. 
The President spoke in bright 
sunshine to some 8,000 people, 
then walked along a row of fac­ 
ulty members shaking hands. 
The commencement address, 
his* first appearance on a col­ 
lege earn pus in more than two 
years and one of the few 
speeches he has made in public 
since his second inauguration, 
was a way stop en route to a 
long weekend at the Florida 
White House in Key Biseayne. 
The President never men­ 
tioned the Watergate scandal 
but said there is* a tendency to 
dwell on what's wrong with 
America. 
"We will start with the propo­ 
sition about what is right about 
the country,” he said to ap­ 
plause. 
“We have great problems at 
home and abroad and we are 
capable of solving them 
“I can say honestly if I were 
to pick a time in the whole his­ 
tory of the world in which to 
live, if I had to pick a country 
in which I would like to

The Rush County Firemen’sthe came statewide, Goodwin 
Association held their regular 
meeting Thursday night at the 
Rushville Fire .Dept with Bill 
Goodwin, State Fire Marshal, 
featured speaker. Mr. Goodwin 
was 
introduced

Also effective July 1, all fires 
of any kind must be reported 
to Mr. Goodwin's office, be 
stated. Each fire must be in­ 
vestigated and a report filled 
out by the chief of the principal 
answering department. If for 
any reason the origin of the 
fire is questionable, the State 
Fire Marshal is to be im- 
mediatly notified, he said. 
Mr. Goodwin also stated that 
his office has set up more than 
49 fire schools at various places 
through out the state for all 
departments, 
both 
paid 
and 
volunteer.

places 
responsibility on anyone who 
sets a Ira ch. ike And causes 
damage and or a fire depart­ 
ment to be called to put out 
such fire. The individual setting 
the fire is liable for all losses 
caused by the fire, plus all 
expenses of the fire department 
in putting out 'the fire. Also, 
the individual maybe fined and 
sentenced 
to 
jail. 
Goodwin 
pointed out that these kinds of 
fires are usually needless and 
more hazardous than building 
fkes. 
Fire standards and training 
procedures will now be the 
same

state. 
Requirements for training in 
each department will be set by 
the fire marshal’s office. This 
will mean all training will be 


said. 
It was also noted that the new 
flam inability 
standards 
are 
easier to understand and put 
into use, according to Goodwin. 
Fire investigation and detection 
is to be stressed by all fire 
departments in the state, both 
paid and volunteer. 
It was stated the fire services 
have the obligation to protect 
their 
friends 
and 
neighbors 
from the ravages of fire and 
to supply those individuals with 
the best protection 
possible.

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WELFARE PROGRAM CUT 
President Nixon’s second term may 
well mark a historic break in the steady 
expansion of the federal government’s 
role as purveyor of social welfare pro­ 
grams. The changes Nixon sought in the 
name of the “new federalism’’ during his 
first term are being pushed harder than 
ever now and with less regard for objec­ 
tions from Congress. 
Fortified by his landslide re-election 
victory and determined to hold down 
spending, Nixon is continuing to pursue 
his policy of vetoing social welfare mea­ 
sures sent to him by Congress. The 
Senate’s refusal on April 3 to override his 
veto of a popular bill to provide funds 
for vocational assistance to the handi­ 
capped is taken in Wasliingt on as an 
augur of future success in his drive to­ 
ward the “new federalism.” 
The essence of the “new federalism,” 
in the President’s words, is “to help re­ 
gain control of our national destiny by 
returning a greater share of control to 
state and local authorities.” A major in­ 
strum ent of the shift from federal con­ 
trol is revenue sharing; the awarding of 
blocks of federal funds to the states and 
localities to be spent as they see fit. 
Most governors, mayors, and members 
of Congress have found the idea attrac­ 
tive — at least until recently. The first 
step toward implementing the plan came 
last October when Congress passed the 
State and Local Fiscal Assistance Act 
for general revenue sharing. Since that 
time, the administration has aroused bit­ 
ter contention that revenue sharing is 
being used to phase-out social programs 
that it regards with disfavor. There is 
fear that the programs will not survive 
state or local option. 
The drift of power to Washington over 
the years has not been because any 
national administration wanted it, but 
because problems arose which state and 
local government lacked either the in­ 
clination or the capacity to solve. Most 
notable was the great depression of the 
1930s. At that time, Franklin D. Roose­ 
velt introduced a guiding principle that 
was new to public policy — that the 
federal government had a responsibility 
for maintaining the well-being not onl 
of society as a whole but of the indiv 
duals who form it. 
Nixon’s efforts gain unexpected sup­ 
port from liberal intellectuals who have 
become disillusioned with years of gov­ 
ernment action to solve deep and com- 
lex social problems. The trouble is that 
here is no sure way to measure how 
much the individual or society has gain­ 
ed from any of the programs under at­ 
tack.

Christ is the Head of the church. As 
His body, it constitutes a mystical exten­ 
sion of His nature and Presence. As His 
representative on earth, the church ex­ 
tends to men everywhere the redemptive 
work of Christ in the power of His Spirit. 
In the church and through the church, 
Christ continues His merciful and re­ 
demptive works in the world Just as truly 
as when He bodily and individually min­ 
istered in Palestine two thousand years 
ago. 
Have you believed in Him and confess­ 
ed Him?

House Votes Minimum Wage

House has voted to boost the 
$1.60 minimum wage to $2 this 
year and $2.20 to 1974 and to 
bring government workers and 
household domestics under the 
law. 
The 287-130 vote that sent the 
hill to the Senate Wednesday 
reversed a bitter defeat suf­ 
fered last year by the House 
leadership, which has been try­ 
ing since 1970 to increase toe 
minimum wage. 
The votes of newly elected 
members and rural Democrats 
session for a farm bill turned 
who want support later to the 
the tide to favor of the legisla­ 
tion. 
The key vote came on a sub­ 
stitute hill backed by Republi­ 
cans and Southern Democrats 
which would have stretched out 
the proposed increase another 
year, eliminated the new cov­ 
erage and set a reduced rat# 
for teen-agers. 
The substitute bill was de­ 
feated 218 to 199 and its major 
provisions, offered separately 
as amendments to the Demo­ 
cratic bill sponsored by Rep. 
John M. Dent, D-Pa., were 
turned back by similar mar­ 
gins. 
The Dent bill would raise 
wage rates for three groups: 
those covered by the minimum 
wige before the law was last 
amended to 1966, those covered 
by the 1966 amendments, and 
farm workers. 
For toe first group, the rate 
would go to $2 upon enactment 
of the bill and to $2.20 on July, 
1974. For the second group it 
would go to $1.80 this year, $2 
next year and $2.20 in 1975. 
The 3.3 million state and lo­ 
cal government employes, 1.7 
million federal workers and 1 
million 
household 
domestic 
would get the same ratos as the 
second group. 
Farm workers, who now get 
a minimum of $1.30 an hour, 
would go to $1,80 this year and 
then get three annual 20-cent 
Increases, 
reaching $2.20 
in 


1976, 
The sharpest fight came over 
the proposal in the coalition bill 
to permit hiring of teen-age 
workers at 80 per cent of the 
minimum during their first six 
months on the job. 
Its proponents said tot provi­ 
sion was necessary to over­ 
come high unemployment rates 
among youths but it was at­ 
tacked as a device to permit 
substandard wages. An attempt 
to add it to the Dent bill was 
defeated 215 to 199.

Michigan Town Counts Costs 
In Natural Gas Eruptions 
WILLIAMSBURG, 
Mich. 
CAP) — Twenty-eight families 
still are homeless from natural 
gas eruptions here while costs 
to the state and an oil drilling 
firm have risen to about 
$740,000. 
Grand Traverse County sher­ 
iff’s deputies say 10 families 
are expected to be allowed to 
return home soon but the pros­ 
pects for 18 others are not 
good. Gas is still bubbling out 
of the ground in the area 
around their homes, the depu­ 
ties say. 
The gas eruptions, which be­ 
gan in mid-April, have been 
most costly to Amoco Produc­ 
tion Co., according to company 
officials. State officials have 
linked hut not officially blamed 
an Amoco well for the gas 
eruptions. 
Robert Bizal, a spokesman 
for Amoco, says the firm has

Bizal notes', however, that the 
firm does not accept any guilt 
for the gas eruptions. 
State officials estimate $125,- 
'000 was spent for overtime, 
meals and lodging for about 50 
State Police troopers who were 
sent to Williamsburg during the 
peak of the crisis. Overtime ex­ 
penses for sheriffs deputies 
has been estimated at more 
than $50,00. ’ 
State Highway Department 
officials say it will cost at least 
$50,000 to repair damages from 


two craters which gas eruptions 
gouged in Michigan route 72. 
The Department of Natural Re­ 
sources and the Public Service 
Commission estimate they will 
pay out about $10,000 for over­ 
time and expenses for their em­ 
ployes sent to the area. 
Officials of the American Red 
Cross say $4.000 was used to 
cover expenses of the more 
than 70 families displaced.

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SUNDAY SCHOOL LESSON OF THE WEEK 
Ten Commandments Insist 
That God Must Be First 
By EARL L. DOUGLASS 
The theme of our lesson today 
is the sovereignty of God as 
expressed in the Ten Com­ 
mandments and our proper 
reaction to this sovereignty. 
The comm and menta as we 
know them probably date from 
the period during which the 
Jews were living in exile in 
Babylonia. From the time of 
Moses these commandments 
had been present in the Jewish 
tradition in very abbreviated 
form, but during the exile they 
were elaborated and written, 
down in order to meet a 
pressing need. The Jews could 
no longer conduct their ritual 
worship in the tabernacle, and 
so they needed the Ten Com­ 
mandments in fuller form to 
constantly remind them of the 
Covenant.No Other Gods 
The First Commandment is 
simple and unqualified: 44You 
shall have no other gods before 
me." 
By 
implication 
the 
statement can mean that there

are other gods than Jehovah, 
and that the duty of the Jews 
is simply to place Jehovah first. 
But this Implication is probably 
inaccurate. The Jewish tradition 
was rigidly monotheistic. What 
is* meant is that the Jews shall 
not replace Jehovah by the 
deities of the surrounding pagan 
peoples.No Graven Images 
The Second Commandment, 
14You shall not make yourself 
a graven image, or any liknets 
of any thing that is in the 
heaven above, or that is in the 
earth beneath, or that is in the 
water under the earth;—" has 
caused a great deal of con* 
t r o v e r s y . Christianity has 
produced a great volume of 
inspired religious art, featuring 
saints, angels, God the Father, 
Jesus, and Mary — among a 
multitude of other figures. 
Periodically groups have arisen 
called 44iconoclasts" who have 
felt that all of this art violates 
the Second Commandement. 
English Puritans warn one cf 


these, and during the English 
Revolution of the seventeenth 
century they destroyed vast 
amounts of the art and sculp­ 
ture 
in 
English 
churches. 
Mohammedans have also in­ 
terpreted the Second Com- 
m a n d m e n t quite literally; 
therefore, when they swept over 
the eastern Roman Empire in 
the fifteenth 
century they 
covered 
all 
the 
beautiful 
mosaics in Greek Orthodox 
churches with paint or plaster. 
Recently some of these chur­ 
ches, partículary Santa Sophia 
in Istanbul, have been restored, 
and glow today with the magic 
of their original art master­ 
pieces. 
Probably few Christians today 
are as iconoclastic as the 
Puritans 
were. 
Most 
con­ 
temporary Christians 
would 
probably agree that the central 
meaning of the Commandment 
lies in the injuction, 4 4You shall 
not bow down to (images) or 
serve them.” The sin lies not 
in the image itself but in an 
attitude of idolatry which might 
be adopted toward it. 
Food and Clothing 
Controversy has also swirled 
about the interpretation of the 
passage from Matthew in the 
lesson today: 4‘Therefore I tell 
you,do not be anxious about 
your life, what you shall eat 
or what you shall drink, nor 
about your body, what you shall 
put on.” Matthew goes on to 
indicated that God knows his 
children need this things, and 
that in due time they shall be 
supplied. Are we to interpret 
this passage as literally as the 
iconoclasts interpreted 
th e 
commandment about images? 
Does Matthew mean that the 
followers of Christ soould do no 
work, take no responsibility for 
the welfare of themselves, their 
families, or society at large? 
When viewed in. the whole 
context of the Gospels, the 
answer is no. Jesus himself 
ennobled labor by working as 
a carpenter. A proper in­ 
terpretation rests on the degree 
of attention we bestow on 
material things. As Matthew 
writes, "Is not the body more 
than clothing?” God gave us life 
and our bodies. Viewed in 
perspective these gifts are

much more important than food 
and clothing. Die passage is a 
reproach to those who think 
they can achieve the good life 
in a purely material context and 
without God. Matthew simply 
asserts that this is impossible, 
and in a way absurd. 
The conclusion of this passage 
is that most important part: 
"But seek first Us kingdom and 
hfs righteousness, and all these 
things shall be yours as weU.” 
So it comes down to a question 
of priorities. For the follower 
of Christ the things of the spirit 
must always come first. This 
does not mean that a Christian 
must be ascetic or give no 
thought at all to material 
welfare. If he did the latter ha 
would violate other commands 
made by Christ. But when the 
things of the spirit come first, 
the Christom can be satisfied 
with whatever his material 
welfare happens to be, because 
in the long run this will be of 
little importance compared to 
the things of the spirit.
